Budget negotiators also got a big boost 
at the last minute with word that the_,. 
strong state of the economy would allow 
them to figure in an extra $200 billion 
over the five ycars.That shielded Social 
Security from immediate changes in its 
cost-of-living index, cosed tlic president’s 
proposed cuts in Medicaid and added bil- 
lions to domestic spending programs. 

Although the deal had relatively 
strong bipartisan support, one principal. 
Sen. William V.*Roth Jr.', R-Dcl., the 
Finance Committee chairman, exprrued 
reservations over its tax package. “1 am, 
of course, disappointed that the tax cut 
is very limited," said Roth, who wanted 
$193 billion in tax cuts. 

A big wild card is the scope of capital 
gains taxes, the levy on profits from sale 
of stock and other investments, which 
both. sides said will be defined by the 
tox-tvriting committees. 

Previously, the Clinton administration 
. -hos offered o nly linut od capital gains tnx . - 
relief: It proposed to let married taxpay- 
ers exclude up to $500,000 of capital 
gains on the sale of a principal resi- 
dence. 

_ The GOP has gone much further, seek- 
ing to halve the cutretit ;i8 percent tax 
bn sale of all investments. The modest 
Clinton capital gains proposal would cost 
$1.4 billion over five years, while the 
cost of the GOP plan would run to $33 
billion in the same period, the Joint 
Committee on Taxation says.

John White, 56, was vice presi- 
dent of Wilson-Baces Inc., a furni- 
ture and appliance business 
founded 60 years ago by his 
father, Emilton White, in Twin 
Falls. 

Thc Whites were returning . 
home at 9:45 p.m. on Interstate 
84 when tlicir car drifted into the 
median, about 15 miles north of 
thc Utah border, Idaho State 
Police said.

car back onto road, but thc 
'car veered out of control and 


back into the median, rolling 
ocress the median and throwing 
the couple from the ear, state 
police dispatcher.

Officers still are investigating 
the accident. The couple appar- 
ently was killed instantly, she 
said. 

The Whites arc survived by 
two grown sorts and three grand- 
children. 

“We’re all in a bit of shock," 
said Rick White, John White’s 
brother and president of Wilson- 
Bates. “.You never expect it to 
happen to you. Sometimes it' 
docs." 

John White had monaged the 
Burley store for 20 years. As vice
